Subject.-— Import of horses Broodmares/Stallions etc-, for the period April, 
1961—March, 1962. 

No. 90-ITC(PN)/61. —Attention of the importers is invited to para 3(b) of 
the Ministry of Commerce and Industry Public Notice No. 01-ITC(PN)/01, dated 
the 17th June, 1(X>1, in which it haa inter-alia been provided that in respect of 
importa from other countries, horses unaccompanied by a valid certificate of 
inoculation against African horse sickness will be required to be vaccinated at 
the port of disembarkation and kept in quarantine for a period of 16 days. 

2. On a representation received against the above said condition, the position 
has been reviewed and it has been decided that this condition may be deemed to 
have been deleted and the existing para 3(h) of the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry Public Notice No. 01-ITC(PN)/61, dated the 17th June, 1901, may be 
substituted by the following para: — 

“(b) In the case of imports from countries affected by African horse 
sickness, a valid certificate, of inoculation against the disease should 
be produced,*'
